Commission-Operated City 
Plant at Benton Offers to 
Put Up Million on Industry 


This will be of interest to Hope—A Benton dispatch 


by Staff Writer Deane Allen in Sunday's Arkansas 
Dem- 


ocrat: 


"An agency of the City of Benton is ready to build a 


million-dollar dam and reservoir north of here, if necessary 
to obtain the 55-million-dollar new aluminum plant of 
the Reynolds Metals Co. for Saline county." 


"The 
dam, which would impound a water supply four 


times greater than that needed by the alumina plant, 
would be constructed by the municipally-owned light & 
water system here. Comissioners of the system, which is 
a special district created by an act of legislature about 30 
years ago, have passed a resolution guaranteeing to the 
Reynolds Metals Co. that they will issue one million dol- 
lars in revenue bonds and build the dam in the event the 
federal government fails to go ahead with plans for a mul- 
ti-purpose clam on Saline river, near here. 


"And 
;;he commissioners already have obtained from 


an investment company a written guarantee that the firm 
will buy the bonds." 


If you think the above dispatch has limited signifi- 


cance for Hope—because no big industry has offered to 
locate1 here—let me ask you: What could we do if we did 
get an offer? 


Our municipal plant is run directly by the city coun- 


cil, subject to election every two years—with absolutely 
no gaurantee as to permanent plant management or pro- 
tection of plant- revenues against withdrawals, both of 
which arc cardinal requirements if you are suddenly called 
upon to make a large, long-term utility investment. 


Hope has a glaring technical weakness in its muni- 


cipal plant setup, as The Star has disclosed in previous 
editorials. 


Everywhere we turn we meet with municipal water 


& light plants which arc operated, not by the city council 
but by a local public commission—Jonesboro, Conway 
and now this dispatch from Benton. The question naturally 
si igests itself: Are there any other cities our size still 
tr ..ig to operate their municipal plant by the council? 
Maybe we are the last of the Mohicions-thot lonely old In- 
dian, lost in a wilderness of figures, some of them muni- 
cipal and some of them water & light plant figures . . . a 
puzzlement which when someone suggests we need to in- 
vest some more money is answered by dead silence. 


Well, a municipal plant commission is the answer. 
The scope of this proposal isn't quickly grasped. For 


instance, one Hope citizen suggested to me: "Make this 
commission merely advisory to the city council, and I'm 
for it."He tells me that—after weeks of public hearings 
and many columns of newspaper space. If he had read 
the documented report I gave on Jonesboro he would 
know that a municipal plant comission means absolute 
divorcement of the water & light plant from the city 
council. 


Is thi-, so very drastic? 
!;'<, worked in Jonesboro 


Conway, and Benton, for years—and, incidentally, when 
I told one of our neighboring private power company men 
that I .used the Jonesboro setup as the model for these 
editorial discussions because I understood Jonesboro had 
the best municipal plant in Arkansas he actually shouted 
at me: "Arkansas? You mean the United States!" It must 
be so—in October the Jonesboro municipal plant generat- 
ed electricity cheaper than a private power company of- 
fers to selMt Hope for, 4.935 mills per KWH against 6.13. 


Hope's production cost is 1 1 mills—more than twice 


Jonesboro's. To remedy this is a technical problem involv- 
ing engineers, finance, long-term management, and a rig- 
id control group which will back up the plant management 
against either the council or the citizens. That's what a 
municipal plant commission means— and that's what it 
does. 


Remember what you're up against with a council- 


managed municipal plant—you are heir not only to all 
the basic benefits of city-owned electricity but also all the 
accumulated mistakes of a generation of in-and-out alder- 
manic managers. And what do you come up with? One of 
the most livable towns in America, with civic improve- 
ments many larger towns don't have—but nevetheless, an 
electric production cost twice wHfet it ought to be. This 
doesn't affect householders directly. But high-cost electri- 
city for the larger users spells economic death for our 
community—and what's a house without a job to back it 
up? 


The absolute divorcement of the municipal water 


& ight plant from the city council by means of a local 
public commission is specifically endorsed as a sound op- 
erating procedure for all utility-owning cities by the head 
of the very firm to which the City of Hope paid $3 000 
If AtS 
electric survey. R. E. McDonnell, of Burns & 


McDonnell Engineering Co., was so quoted in this column 
December 14. And he said some other things in his speech 
before the California Municipal Utilities association re- 
printed in the September 1951 Wafer & Sewage Works 
magazine. He said: 


"The 
practice of using a municipal system as a tax 


collecting agency is neither sound or equitable. Most 
managers of such utilities consider such a policy neither 
safe nor sound . . . 


"There is no justification nor sound procedure in op- 


erating a city out of the revenue of the municipally-owned 
utihty. It is also doubtful if there is any legal basis or 
right to appropriate to the operating funds of the city any 
amount from the gross revenue of municipally-owned util- 
ities in most instances." 


These are strange words in a town of Hope's exper- 


ience and tradition. You can go your own way for years 
until trouble hits . . . and makes you tolerant 


I'm second guessing, like the rest of you, but now I 


know that Engineer R. E. McDonald could take a quick 
look at our council-management setup and immediately 
guess that the production cost at our municipal light plant 
would be just what it is—1 i mills per KWH. That's what 
he meant in his speech to the California cities: You can 
live prodigally as a town, but if you don't keep the gen- 
erators up you'll have an electric rate that'll run off bus- 
iness and population. 


Someone told me on the street the other day that in 


all these d.scuss.ons I had "printed only one side " \ was 
puzled over what he meant—until it dawned on me' If 
the city council deeds the municippl plant to a commis- 
sion, automahcolly restricting the amount of money the 
city government can get out of the plant, how will the 
council balance its budget. 


That's o sharp question—and rotes a flat answer. 
We'll run Hope just as any other city is run whose 


water & light plant is operated by a commission. 


When you make a switch like thi§ you take it all-**
